Moderate Army Leader 
Prepares to Resist 
Hankow’s Order. 


U. S. SHIPS TO GUARD 
ALL CITIES ON COAST 


1,500 More Marines Massed 
for Trip if Needed; Two

Developments in the Chinese sttua-

Further dissension among the Can- 

tonese was indicated in reports from 
Shanghai which told of the dismissal 
by the Hankow government of Gen. 
Chang Kai-Shek as commander of the 
nationalist army. 
Secretary of State Kellogg in a state- 
ment reiterated the intention of the 
United States to protect the lives and 
property of Americans in China. 

Additional marines, numbering 1,500, 
were preparing to go to San Diego for 
mobilization as a possible third erpedt- 
tionary force to China. 

British demands on the Cantonese 
government as result of the Nanking 
attacks were approved by the British 
cabinet. The British note will be for- 
warded to Washington and Tokyo in 
hope of a joint protest by the three 
governments. 


Shanghal, April 1 (By A. P.).—War- 
torn Chiha, already divided by a great 
civil conflict between the north and 
south, tonight appeared threatened with 
further dissension arising within the 
Cantonese camp between the naticnalist 
commander in chief, Gen. Chang Kai- 
Shek, and the Hankow government. 

Reports from usually trustworthy 
sources today indicated that Gen. Chang 
has been dismissed as generalissimo of 
the nationalist forces by the Hankow 
government. 

There was every indication, it was 
stated, that Gen. Chang, whose military 
victories huve placed the entire Yangtze 
valley under nationalist control, is now 
concentrating his strength in the 
Shanghai district to defy the reported 
Gismissal. 

Whatever the outcome of the political 
struggle believed to be in progress be- 
tween the military and more moderate 
wing of the Cantonese regime, and the 
civil government at Hankow, the for- 
eign powers in China today continued 
their operations to protect their na- 
tionals from antiforeign activities. . 


U. 8. Ships All Along Coast. 


Within a short time United States 
warships will be on duty along the 
Chinese coast, from Canton in the south 
to Tientsin in the north, guarding 
American citizens. The destroyer Pills- 
bury is on its way to Tsingtao, Shan- 


tung province, and the cruiser Ashe- 
ville has been ordered to Tientsin. It 
was used in the Boxer uprising of 1900) 
as a base for the foreign expeditionary 
force.

FERDINAND OF ROUMANIA. 


LONE HAND BY BRITAIN 
AGAINST CANTON 13 SEEN 


London Wants U. S. Support, 
but Is Prepared to Act 
Alone if Necessary. 


FIRM ACTION IS OUTLINED 


London, April 1 (By A. P.).—Great 
Britain is prepared to play a lone hand 
and a strong hand, if necessary, in set- 
tling the Nanking affair. 

A note to the Cantonese authorities, 
stating the British demands, was ap- 
proved by the cabinet today and is to 
be forwarded to the Washington and 
Tokyo governments in the hope they 
will agree to make the protest jointly, 
otherwise Great Britain will act alone. 
It is understood the final draft of the 
note demands reparations for the vic- 
tims of the Nanking outrages or their 
families, punishment of the perpetrat- 
ors and apologies to the governments 
whose consulates were looted and whose 
officials were attacked. 

The cabinet also considered what 
action to take in the event of rejec- 
tion of the British demand by the 
Cantonese. On this question, however, 
it is indicated that Great Britain’s 
policy has not taken very definite form. 

Much depends upon the wishes of the 
United Statés Gnd Japan. Suggestions 
have come from both capitals which 
might be incorporated in the British 
plan of action. However, in this case 
also, Great Britain will act alone if not 
supported by the other powers. 

The fixing of responsibility for the 
Nanking attacks on individuals of the 
Cantonese troops will be left entirely 
to the nationalist government, on which 
the British place responsibility for the 
events at Nanking. Officials here be- 
lieve that establishment of a commis- 
sion of inquiry composed of foreigners 
would be futile, resulting only in de- 
lay in liquidating the whole affair. 

Although advocating drastic and im- 
mediate action to obtain full satisfac- 
tion regarding Nanking, officials here 
emphasize that Great Britain’s funda- 
mental policy of conciliation for China 
and recognition of the legitimate aspi- 
rations of the nationalists is unaltered. 
When the Nanking affair is closed, it : 
stated, Great Britain intends to carry 
out this announced policy to the full- 
est extent, or to whatever point the 
nationalists will cooperate.

KING NOT TO SURVIVE 
NEW CRISIS, IS BELIEF 


Daughter Called Home, but 
Former Prince Carol Is 
Remaining in France. 


Paris, April 1 (By A. P.).—Advices 
from Belgrade say that it was reported 
tonight in court circles that King Fer- 
dinand of Roumania, whose illness was 
reported today to have taken a turn for 
the worse, was expected to face a crisis 
tonight which his physicians did not 
believe he would survive. 

The police and military authorities in 
Bucharest were said to have taken all 
precautions in view of possible disor- 
ders which might follow the king’s 
death. 


Carol Remains at Neuilly. 


Although direct news from Bucharest 
merely stated that the king’s condition 
had taken a serious turn for the worst, 
the cutting of communications between 
Bucharest and.Vienna and other points 
has caused intense anxiety in the Rou- 
manian colony in Paris. 

Late today it was reported from 
Vienna that the king had died, but this 
was taken with a considerable grain of 
salt in Paris. Dispatches to Vienna to- 
night from Bucharest were reported to 
show evidence of censorship. 

Prince Carol remained at his home in 
Neuilly tonight and refused to receive 
callers bearing news of his father’s con- 
dition. So far as could be learned he 
made no preparations to hurry to the 
king’s bedside. 

A French secret service guard still 
is maintained outside the residence of 
the former crown prince, who has given 
his word of honor to the Paris prefect 
of police not to leave Neuilly without 
giving advance word of his intentions 
and destination. 

The sudden stoppage last night of 
communications from Bucharest to 
neighboring countries was the first in- 
dication that the condition of King 
Ferdinand had become worse and the 
Roumanian legation in Paris today had 
merely the three days old news that 
the king was suffering from an attack 
of grip. 

It is known that Queen Marie, of 
Jugoslavia, daughter of King Ferdi- 
nand, took a train for Bucharest at 11 
o’clock last night. It was learned also 
in Paris that Dr. Sluys, the Belgian 
radium expert, who recently gave the 
king radium treatments, has gone to 
Buchares..

Mexican Rebels Battle 
Troops on Dizzy Ledges 


Fight Rages Whole Day Along Sides of Deep Canyon. 
Insurgents, Leaving 37 Dead, Retreat Into Moun- 
tains—F ederals Increasing Army. 


(Special Cablé Dispatch.) 

Irapuato, Guanajuato, Mex., April 1. 
A desperate battle, lasting from early 
morning until sunset, was fought 
Wednesday on the border of the states 
of Michoacan and Jalisco, between 
troops of the Mexican federal army 
under Gen. Pablo Diaz, and rebels 
bearing the banner of the revolting 
Catholics. 

The rebels entrenched themselves be- 
hind rocks on both sides of the deep 
canyon, the entrance to which is known 
as Paraje Del Lobo, or “place of the 
wolf,” Four hundred federal troops 


attempted to force a Passage of the 


canyons which was defended by 300 
rebels, and in so doing had to climb the 
sides of the canyon. From rock to rock, 
and other places of shelter, the fed- 
erals advanced, meeting steady resist- 
ance. At times the battle was hand- 
to-hand as the federal soldiers forced 
one after another of the ledges de- 
fended by the insurgents who, standing 
on high projecting elevations, had an 
undisputed advantages over the feder- 
als, 


At one time during the battle more 
than 400 men were struggling for the 


possession of a vantage point on the 
dizzy heights of the great canyon, The 
men killed or wounded struggled and 
rolled to the depths far below. 

Step by step, all day, the insur- 
gents retreated only to take up other 
positions of vantage along the irregular, 
rugged, far-stretching sides of the can- 
yon. Toward night the rebels withdrew 
into the rugged mountains, carrying 
their wounded with them. Thirty-seven 
dead and more than 50 wounded rebels 
left within the federal lines were taken 
from the battle field by the Diaz forces, 
indicating the fierceness of the battle, 
the most desperate fought so far in the 
present campaign. : 

For more than three weeks the rebels 
have been gathering in the rugged 
mountains between the states of Mich- 
oacan and Jalisco,.which here rise in 
places from 12,000 to 14,000 feet above 
sea level. 

The government is preparing to enlist 
10,000 additional troops for a war -on 
the rebels, and the arms factory near 
Mexico City is working night and day to 
furnish uniforms and ammunition to 
the new recruits.

MAY ARREST CONSTABLE 


Mayor John H. Schaefer and the town

arrests for minor infractions of law by 
Riverdale officers.

On top of the action of the Riverdale 
governing body Mayor Irvin Owings of 
Hyattsville announced his determina- 
tion to bring about the arrest of Ernest 
Greer, who as a State constable precipi- 
tated the situation which was brought 
to a climax last night through his ar- 
: ‘ts in connection with the speed trap. 
Mayor Owings alleged that Greer’s 
commission as a constable haa expired, 
and he intended to have him arrested 
on charges of impersonating an offi- 
cer and making illegal arrests in 
Hyattsville. 

The meeting of the council attract- 
ed such a large audience that the usual 
meeting place would not accommodate 
those wishing to attend and the meet- 
ing was held in the fire department 
hall with 200 persons attending. Charles 
C. Collins, attorney for the American 
Automobile association, and T. F. Beh- 
ler, of the association, who brought the 
situation to a climax by demanding 
the arrest of Greer and his assistant 
earlier in the week, attended the .hear- 
ing but took no part in the proceed- 
ings. 

The resolution demanding the resig- 
nation of all the town police officers 
was presented by Councilman J. T. Har- 
rington and was adopted unanimously, 
the audience joining in tke “aye’”’ which 
rose in response to Mayor Schaefer’s re- 
quest for a vote. Justice of the Peace 
E. S&S. Aldridge, the judge in the -s0- 
called speed trap, and Earl Monrote, 
town bailiff, one of the officers ,whose 
resignation was demanded, raised their 
voices to shout a “no.” 

What will be the next move by the 
police officers could not be learned. 
Harvey E. Smith, chief of the police 
force; Monrote, bailiff, and Underbail- 
iffs Mallette and Shipley, all of whom 
were ousted, refused to make any state- 
ment, 


JAPANESE IN TERROR 
AFTER HEAVY QUAKE 


Western Part of Country Is 
Shaken; Casualties Are 
Not Reported. 


London, April 1 (By A. P.).—An Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Tokyo 
Says a heavy earthquake was reported 
at 6 o’clock this morning throughout 
western Japan. 

The districts which suffered in the 
disaster early last month are panic- 
stricken, the dispatch adds, but from 
the reports thus far received there ap- 
pears to have been no casualties.

The 
quake was particularly destructive in 
the old province of Tango.)

Austin, Tex.. April 1 (By A. P.).—Ten 
Texas rangers late today were ordered 
to Borger, Panhandle oil boom town, by 
Gov. Dan Moody, to “stay until the law- 
less unconditionally surrendered.” 

The rangers were sent in answer to a 
request for martial law, which Gov. 
Moody said he did not think justified 
at present. 

A second district attorney to aid the 
one now serving in the county will be 
appointed soon, Moody added. 

Two Deputies Are Slain. 

Borger, Tex., April 1 (By A. P.).— 
Citizens of Borger hailed with relief to- 
night word from Austin that ten Texas 
rangers were en route here to stamp out 
the lawless element which has thrived 
on the mushroom growth of this oli 
boom town. ; 

The killing of two deputy sheriffs 
early today on a road near here was 
the final stroke that aroused the better 
element of the citizenry to appeai to 
Gov. Dan Moody for the aid of State 
forces. 

All available officers in Borger de- 
parted hurriedly late tonight for Stin- 
nett, county seat of Hutchinson county, 
following reports that a mob was form- 
ing in front of the county Jail, where 
three men, charged with the murder of 
Deputy Sheriffs Terry and Kenyon, were 
confined. 

Despite a cordon thrown around the 
jail, Sheriff Ownsby was fearful that an 
attempt would be made to storm the 
building. Stinnett is 15 miles from 
here. 

In the one-year history of Borger four 
peace officers have been slain. 

There have been numerous slaytngs 
in dance halls and dives, and a woman 
was shot to death in a holdup of a 
filling station. Vice in all its forms 
has flourished, with the riff-raff of the 
country attracted here by the lure of 
easy money. 

Town of 15,000 on Plains. 

Borger, in the Panhandle of Texas, 
owes its existence to the rich oil field 
brought in here. On the wind-swept 
plains a town of 15,000 has grown up 
almost overnight. 

While martial law was requested of 
Gov. Moody, his dispatch of ten rangers 
with orders to stay until the “lawless 
unconditionally surrender,’ was con- 
sidered sufficient to cope with the situ- 
ation. 

Three men were held tonight under 
heavy guard at the county jail at Stin- 
nett as the aftermath of the robbery 
of a bank at Pampa yesterday and the 
killing of two officers this morning 
which spread terror through the oil 
fields. | 

Died Trying to Capture Bandits. 

Hugh Walker and Ed Bailey were ar- 
rested early today in connection with 
the slaying of the officers, Pat Kenyon 
and A. L. Terry, Hutchinson county 
deputy sheriffs, whose lifeless bodies 
were found near the oil town of Whit- 
tenburg. Just before noon “Whitey” 
Walker, brother of Hugh, identified as 
one of the Pampa bank robbers, was 
arrested here and is also held in con- 
nection with the murder of the two of- 
ficers.

home, Henry Ford tonight impatiently 
obeyed the instructions of his personal 
physician that he remain flat on his 
back in bed as the quickest and surest 
means of recovering from injuries re- 
ceived last Sunday night when the lit- 
tle coupe in which he was riding alone 
was forced from the road. 

Meanwhile the statements and rumors 
describing the accident as a result of a 
deliberate attempt to kill Mr. Ford 
dwindled to an expression of belief that 
it actually was an accident, possibly 
unknown to the driver who caused it. 
Possibility of further official investiga- 
tion virtually had vanished. 

Never having known the restraint of 
a hospital, the world’s reputed richest 
man chafed under that imposed upon 
him even in his own institution, the 
Henry Ford hospital, and demanded 
that he be returned to his home for the 
‘péfiod of complete rest and recupera- 
tion directed. That the doctors per- 
mitted the injured man’s wish to pre- 
vail was accepted as an indication that 
the X-ray and other examinations made 
at the hospital had disclosed nothing 
seriously wrong, despite the concussion 
and slight internal hemorrhages spoken 
of in the first announcement of the ac- 
cident as having appeared and been 
overcome. 

The two sources close to the 64-year- 
old manufacturer, who last Wednesday 
night announced that an attempt to 
kill him had been made, still had not 
recanted tonight, but Harry H. Bennett, 
head of the large force of Ford investi- 
gators, said that neither his principal 
nor he regarded the crash as anything

GAS IN MINE KILLS 
THREE RESCUE MEN 


Two Yield Lives in an Effort 
to Save Companion Whose 
Helmet Opened. 


Morgantown, W. Va., April 1 (By A. 
P.).—Two mine rescue men sacrificed 
their lives late today in a fruitless ef- 
fort to save a fellow rescuer from dead- 
ly gas in the Connellsville by-product 
mine here. The three victims were 
members of a crew from Parnassus, 
Pa., and were summoned to take part 
in the reopening of the mine, which 
had been sealed for two months be- 
cause of fire in the workings. 

Expert mining men were on hand to 
direct the operations, for it was known 
that the sealed underground tunnels 
were choked with gases. Crews of 
helmet men were sent in to explore the 
workings and to ascertain if possible 
whether the flooding of the mine had 
extinguished the fire. 

C. Roy Rushton, Frank Burns, and 
William Heagy, of Parnassus, formed 
one crew. For some unexplained rea- 
son, it was said, Rushton removed the 
mouthpiece of his helmet. He soon 
collapsed, a victim of carbon monoxide. 
Burns and Heagy, realizing the danger, 
sought to carry Rushton to safety. In 
their haste to save Rushton they for- 
got to keep their oxygen helmets 
closed, and they were overcome, When 
other rescue workers reached them, all 
three were dead.

New Official Was Stationed in

Col. William B. Ladue, engineer. 
corps, whose name had not been men- 
tioned in any of the speculation over 
the vacancy on the District commis- 
sion, was named yesterday to succeed 
Col. J. Franklin Bell as the military 
and engineer member of Washington’s 
governing body. 

The announcement was made by 
President Coolidge with the statement 
that Col. Ladue would not take up his 
work here until June 21 when Col.

Maj. W. E. R. Covell, assistant engineer 
commissioner, will fulfill the duties of 
the office for the next two months or 
more, as Col. Bell left yesterday for 
Panama on leave. 

Col. Ladue will come to Washington 
from New York where he is on duty 
at the present time in the office of 
the District engineer. Officers who 
know him say that he is one of the 
most brilliant engineer officers in the 
army, a@ reputation that he has held 
ever since he graduated at the head 
of his class at West Point in 1894. 

In Important Undertakings. 

Administrative duties of the sort that 
Col. Ladue will encounter here have 
been his lot on several occasions dur- 
ing his army service, and his technical 
assignments have included some of the 
most important undertakings in . the 
army. 

Col. Ladue is a native of Michigan, 
He was born in Adrian November 326, 
1868. He took an A. B. degree from 
the University of Minnesota before ac- 
cepting an appointment to West Point 
from Oregon in 1890. 

At the Military Academy Col. Ladue 
led a class of 57 members when he 
graduated on June 12, 1894, which 
brought his assignment to the engi- 
neer corps. His first important detail 
was during the Spanish-American war, 
when he was assigned to coastal de- 
fense work. He had charge of the 
Submarine mine defense of Narragan- 
sett bay and the construction of mor- 
tar batteries that were placed then on 
what is now Fort Greble. 


Served in Philippines. 


Shortly after the war with Spain 
Col. Ladue was assigned to the Mille » 
tary Academy as an instructor. After 
a two-year tour of duty at West Point, 
Col. Ladue was sent to the Philippines 
ant served in Moro province and at 
headquarters, department of Mindanao, 
The next four years found him sta- 
tioned in Washington as assistant to 
the chief of engineers, a position that 
he held until the fall of 1913. 

At the outbreak of the world war 
Col. Ladue was given the task of train- 
ing engineer regiments. He carried out 
this work at Camp Funston, Fort ‘Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Camp Forrest and 
Camp Meade, and as the result of his 
efforts was commended for his rare 
judgment and ability. 

After the war Col. Ladue was sent to 
Panama, where he was in turn post 
commander, regimental commander and 
department engineer. When he kft 
the zone in 1924 Col. Ladue served as 
corps area engineer at Governors island 
up to the time that he was transferred 
to the post he now occupies in the

, Pullman cars of a new type will be 


placed in use between Washington and 
New York tomorrow, when the mid- 
night trains of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and the Baltimore & Ohio leave 
for New York.

Geneva, April 1 (By A. P.).—The 
League of Nations preparatory commis- 


sion, which is trying to draft a general 
disarmament treaty, wrestled valiantly 
today with the problem of the airplane. 

The delegates found limiting airplane 
armament a baffling task because the 
rapid development of aircraft has made 
it difficult to measure the future value 
of the airplane as a weapon of war. 
They further were handicapped by the 
close relation of commercial aircraft to 
military equipment. 

Hugh Gibson, American delegate, 
served notice that the United States is 
opposed to any effort to limit civil 
aviation. He declared aerial limitation 
should be restricted to the air forces 
under the colors or subject to a call to 
the colors and aircraft actually in serv- 
ice or in reserve. 

He warned the delegates that any at- 
tempt to include in the trained reserves 
civillans possessing some special tchni- 
cal training but without military train- 
ing would be open to grave practical 
objections.

Detroit, April 1 (By A. P.)—An 
esazingly lucrative field of endeavor 
was held up to view at the $1,000,000 
libel suit against Henry Ford today as 
Senator James A. Reed 1evealed the &c- 
tivities of Aaron Sapiro, organizer of 
farmers’ cooperative associations. 

Almost $20,000 was collected by the 
Chicago attorney for obtaining ioans 
for associations he had helped form. 
He represented 13 cooperatives before 
the War Finance Corporation at Wash- 
ington in the fall of 1921, and collected 
fees from 10. This trip to the Capital, 
Sapiro testified, only took “a few days.” 

The path of the man who claims 
Ford’s Dearborn Independent injured 
his reputation by a series of articles was 
not all roses, however. He admitted or 
had been discharged as counsel tor 
three cotton associations, although two 
later reinstated him. Tennessee, Ala- 
bama and North Carolina cotton grow- 
ers dispensed with his services, but he 
regained the good graces of the iatter 
two. 


Sapiro Answers Rapidly. 


Senator Reed, chief Ford counsel, in 
his cross-examination, finecombed the 
cooperative field and spent most of his 
time on the cotton associations. 

Sapiro answered readily and rapidly, 
too rapidly for the senator, who was 


taking notes as well as conducting they 


questioning. (, 

Reed and Sapiro continued thé 
wrangling that characterized the two 
previous days of testimony and finally 
drew a rebuke from Judge Fred L. Ray- 
mond. 

“It is natural that the proceeding 
should be more argumentative than 
usual,” said he, “because both the wit- 
ness and questioner are lawyerg. But 
it is not good form and does not make 
for speed. I must ask both of you to 
hold more closely to question and an- 
swer.” a 

Earlier in the day the senator ap- 
pealed to the judge because he said 
Sapiro was splitting hairs on questions 
the defense attorney asked and throw- 
ing in comment which had no place 
in the record. 

Sapiro had objected to a question 
that miade it appear he had made 
speeches for a solid year in Texas in 
the interest of the cotton association. 
The judge upheld him. 

Sapiro’s attitude clearly was one of 
confidence in the soundness of his co- 
operative plans and the justness of fees 
charged for organizing and counsel- 
ing the associations. He answered 
questions to which William Henry Gal- 
lagher, his attorney, attempted to ob- 
ject, getting them out before his coun- 
sel could get to his feet. 

Senator Reed asked the witness the 
name of the local counsel for the 
Georgia cotton growers and Sapiro re- 
plied it had slipped his memory but 
perhaps the senator could help him, 

“He was chairman of the Georgia 
delegation to the last Democratic na- 
tional convention,” said Sapiro. 

“Not having been there, I can’t help 
you out,” growled the veteran Missouri

ABOLITION OF BOARD 
BY GEN. WOOD UPHELD 


Insular. Supreme Court De- 
cision on Control Body 
May Be Appealed. 


Manila, April 1 (By A. P.).—Governor 
General Wood’s action in abolishing the 
board of control through which the sev- 
eral government-owned corporations in 
the Philippine islands were controlied 
was upheld today by the insular su- 
preme court. 

The decision places Gen. Wood in di- 
rect control of $50,000,000 in govern- 
ment property. It was indicated that 
the-decision would be appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Gen. Wood some months ago abol- 
ished the board of control on the 
ground that it was illegal in that its 
membership, being made up of two 
members of the insular senate and 
Gen. Wood, enabled the legislative 
branch of the government to usurp 
powers given exclusively to the admin- 
istrative branch as represented by the 
governor general. 

The two members of the board of 
control, besides Gen. Wood, were Man- 
uel Quezon and Manuel Roxas, Filipino 
leaders, both opposed to the governor 
general’s policies. 

Today’s decision favored Gen. Wood 
in quo warranto proceedings to oust 
corporation officers elected by Quezon 
and Roxas.

Effect on Geneva Body to Be 
Watched by Universe, 
She Holds. 


The League of Nations may be forced 
to intervene in the Chinese situation, 
Mme. Anna Bugge-Wicksell, a. member 
of the mandate commission cof the 
league, declared last night at the in- 
ternational dinner of the American As- 
sociation of University Women ai the 
Mayflower hotel. 

At the same time Mme. Wicksell de- 
clared that it would be much better for 
all the powers, including the United 
States, to unite in their negotiations 
with China. She thought that other 
nations would rather do this than hand 
the matter over to the league, with the 
“United States staying outside.” Such 
a course, she said, could not be con- 
strued as a lack of confidence in the 
league. 

The British, French and Ita.ian Am- 
bassadors and the Minister of the Irish 
Free State were among the guests of 
honor at the banquet. The delegates 
present representd 26,000 university 
women throughout the United States. 


Propaganda Is Assailed, 


Undersecretary of State Joseph C. 
Grew, who represented Secretary of 
State Kellogg at the dinner, discussed 
the dangers of propaganda. Propagan- 
da, he said, seeks to close the mind, 
while education aims to open it. In 
this conflict between propaganda and 


education, he asserted, the discriminat-. 


ing mind, trained by higher education, 
is extremely valuable from the stand- 
point of national welfare. Such a 
mind, he said, must separate the true 
from the false and thus intelligently 
shape public opinion. 

Sir Esme Howard, the British Am- 
bassador, stood before the 900 uni- 
versity women at the dinner and 
frankly confessed that he had. never 
had a university education. He had 
“scraped along somehow,” he said, but 
he admitted that he faced the women 
With considerable timidity. He was 
given a hearty ovation at the con- 
clusion of his brief address. 

Ambassador Rene Claudel, of France, 
and Minister Timothy C. Smiddy, of 
the Irish Free State, greeted the dele- 
gates on behalf of the women of their 
own countries. 

“The Chinese situation,” said Mme. 
Wicksell, “is a world entanglement. We 
are all in it, Europe, Asia and America. 
And we are all deeply interestd in how 
it will affect the league. 

“If you analyze what is going on in 
China just now, you will find two 
things. One is a civil war of long 
standing, and with regard to that the 
moral and legal principle of noninter- 
vention obtains, not only for the differ- 
ent powers interested in China, but 
also for the league. Indeed, it still is 
more neccgsary for the league to strictly 
observe this international law than 11 
is for the individual states. 

“The other thing we see in China 
just now is an admitted exception to 
the rule of nonintervention. It has 
always been considered the right of 
every state, if a civil war is going on 
somewhere, to protect its own citizens 
and their property from violence. The 
acknowledgment of this rule is ex- 
pressed in the fact that such protec- 
tion, even if it takes the form of fight- 
ing, is not considered as and y >t called 
international war. What is going on 
now in China constitutes no aggression 
against the foreign powers, and no ag- 
gression of these powers against China, 
and I hope and believe no such thing 
will happen; certainly neither China 
nor the powers are wanting war. 

“But there is no denying that the 
situation may be dangerous. Even if 
nobody wants war, you may tumble 
into it unawares. If that should hap- 
pen the league would have to inter- 
vene. And it would be a very difficuit 
position for the league. China is a 
member .of the league through the 
northern government. If that govern- 
ment is dissolved or actually put out 
of function, who is China? Who is 
China even now? 


Officials Are Powerless. 


“The southern generals are not rec- 
ognized, the northern government is 
powerless. There is nobody to nego- 
tiate with; nobody who is able to 
guarantee that an agreement will be 
kept and fulfilled. The southern gen- 
erals are not pledged to the league, 
and if at the time when they are want- 
ed they are still guided by Russia, they 
will probably refuse to respond. In 
that case, the only way out of the dif- 
ficulty that I can see, would be for 
the league council to exclude China 
from the league, according to article 
16 of the covenant, and give the war- 
ring powers a free hand. But I am 
quite sure it will not come to this, if 
it possibly can be avoided. 

“If there is a hope of all the powers, 
including tkhte United States, standing 
united in their negotiations with 
China, I should think that this would 
be considered such a great advantage 
that the powers members of the league 
would prefer coming to an agreement 
with China this way to handing the 
matter over to the league, with the 
United States staying outside. I think 
they would be rigkt and such a course 
ought not to be construed as lack of 
confidence in the league.” 

Dean Virginia C. Gildersieeve, former 
president of the International Federa- 
tion of University Women, declared that 
the university women ardently desired 
world peace and friendship. 

Miss Mary Wooley, president of 
Mount Holyoke college, was nominated 
at the morning session to be president 
of the association, and it was said 
that her election today wes a virtual 
certainty. New Orleans was selected 
for the 1929 convention. 
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stand by at San Diego, Calif., awaiting 
developments. A platoon of light tanks 
and two batteries of motorized field 
guns go with the new contingent of 
marines. 

“The United States government is 
taking necessary steps to protect the 
lives and property of Americans in 
China,’ Secretary Kellogg said. 

He adedd that no orders for American 
evacuation of Shanghai had been issued 
from Washington and that only those 
Americans located at points in China 
where protection could not be afforded 
had been advised to withdraw by Min- 
ister MacMurray at Peking. 

Mr. Kellogg’s statement was prompt- 
ed by published criticism among Ameri- 
cans at Shanghai, including certain

Chang Tsung-Chang at Shanghai and 
Nanking by the nationalists has great- 
ly diminished his prestige in the prov- 
ince of Shantung, and consequently 
has increased the possibility of disor- 
ders there. 

A majority of foreign women and 
children have been evacuated from 
Ningpo in Chekiang province, south of 
Shanghai, while virtually all foreign- 
ers have left Changhse, in Hunan, and 
Wuhu and Chungkiang on the Yang- 
tze.

As to the movement of additional 
merines to San Diego, besides the force 
already en route there to embark on 
the transport Henderson for Shanghai, 
it was said that the President does 
not expect these to be sent to China 
unless they are called for by Admiral 
Williams. 

The movement is a precautionary 
one, it was explained at the Navy De- 
partment, and in line with Admiral 
Williams’ call for reinforcements re- 
ceived a week ago when the situation 
at Shanghai appeared critical. The ad- 
miral asked for 1,500 additional men 
then, and recommended that another 
1.500 be concentrated for quick move- 
ment if needed later. 


Norfolk Concentration Point. 


The provisional regiment ordered con- 
centrated yesterday will be drawn from 
cetachments in all parts of the United 
States. Norfolk and New Orleans will 
be concentration points, from which de- 
tachments will move out for San Diego 
by next Wednesday. 

The tank platoon and “75s” will go 
from Quantico, Va., and the regiment 
will be commanded by Col. Henry C. 
Davis, now commandant of marines at 
Norfolk, with Col. Harry Lay. of the 
artillery brigade of the remnant of the 
Tenth regiment at Quantico, command- 
ing the guns and tanks. 

Despite the official explanation that 


the concentration of additional ma- 
'rines at San Diego had been recom- 


mended some days ago by Admiral Will- 
iams, there were suggestions that new 
and disturbing reports as to conditions 
in northern China had reached Wash- 
ington from various sources and might 


| have had a part in bringing about the 


sudden decision to issue the new orders. 
Up to noon, orders effecting only two 
replacement battalions of marines had 
been sent out. 

The exact nature or source of re- 
ports of possible spread of danger to 
Americans now in cities far within the 
lines of the northern faction could not 
be learned. 

They are known to include, however, 
intimations that funds have been 
sent into Tientsin and into Peking 
itself, either from nationalist war 
chests or from Russia for the purpose 
of stirring up disorders and antiforeign 
demonstrations as an advance wave of 
the nationalist drive toward Peking. 
In some official quarters apprehension 
is felt that the most serious problems 


at these points should the northern

Shanghai or should there be wide- 
spread deflection in their ranks due to 
radical propaganda. 


Not Expected to Adopt Station 
Reduction Plan for Gen- 
eral Application. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Concluding four days of public hear- 
ings, at which scores of representatives 
of radio interests appeared, the Fed- 
eral radio commission last night took 
under advisement @ voluminous record 
of testimony out of which it hopes to 
bring a semblance of order to the pres- 
ent chaotic radio situation. 

A multitude of proposals to remedy 
congestion resulting from 732 stations 
using 95 available wave lengths was 
offered, and these the commission is 
at liberty to use in reaching a start- 
ing point for relicensing stations after 
April 24, when the 60-day respite al- 
lowed by law expires. 

Out of the mass of suggestions, came 


several large scale plans which, if 
| adopted, would revolutionize present 


broadcasting by wholesale reduction of 
the number of stations. 

While no announcement was made 
by the commission, the prevailing 
opinion among observers was that the 
control body would not adopt any sta- 
tion reduction plan for general appli- 
cation to the country as a whole, but 


rather would tackle its admittedly dif- 


ficult problem in a gradual manner 
by eliminating only those stations 
which from time to time are proved 
useless from a public service stand- 
point. 


Urges Public Service Viewpoint. 


One proposal put forward yesterday, 
and which is expected to have soinc 
weight with the ccmmission, was that 
of S. B. Davis, solicitor of the Commerce 
Department, who is considered an ex- 
pert on radio matters. He proposed that 
the commission consider each applica- 
tion for a license on its merits from a 
public service standpoint. classifying 
them by wave lengths desired, and go 
down the line for all available wave 
lengths, which would make possible at 
least a tentative ruling as to which 
stations shall use a particular broadcast 
channel. 

He realized that under this procedure 
there must be some stations eliminated. 
but declared the commission should 
not “shut its eyes to that necessity.” 

Several favored Mr. Davis’ idea, al- 
though R. S. McBride, of this city, 
said it would be bette: to proceed on a 
geographical rather than a single wave 
lenth. basis in passing on applications.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 


When a survey Is made of the long and com- 
plicated efforts that culminated in the comple- 
tion of the Panama canal, it is evident that 
President Coolidge is wise in considering be- 
times the project of building the Nicaragua 
icanal. If precedent be a guide in estimating 
‘the time that will be consumed, the Nicaragua

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UNREST IN INDIA, 

The silence observed by the Earl] of Birken- 
head regarding any plan for the increase of 
home rule in India, in the course of his state- 
ment on Indian affairs in the British house of 
lords on Wednesday last, was more eloquent 
than words. It would, indeed, have been diffi- 
cult for the secretary for India to hold out any 
hope or make any promise for further develop- 
ment of selfrgovernment in that country, in 
view of the gloomy picture of conditions there 
which the stern logic of facts compelled him 
to draw. 

It was the secretary's unpleasant duty to re- 
port that, within the last six months, there had 
been four serious clashes between the Hindus 
and the Moslems, and that the jealousies and 
suspicions of the Hindu and Moslem leaders 
in the fields of politics were even more dis- 
quieting than the crudely fierce manifestations 
of mob intolerance, In other words, the whole 
situation is eharged with the possibilities of 
nation-wide disturbance. ‘Lord Birkenhead 
saw, it is true, some sign of hope in the waning 
of the rigidity of the Swarajist attitude, and in 
a corresponding trend toward more responsi- 
ble cooperation between the Indians and the 
Britons. 

On the other hand, he claimed that the In- 
dian army is not at present too large for its 
purposes, and indicated very emphatically that, 
“should, certain contingencies arige,” it would 
require to be supplemented from the imperial 
army, in order to be strong enough to hold its 
own “against any combination of menaces.”

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THE RAILROAD DECISION. 

The Interstate Commerce Commision has 
taken a definite step toward ihterpretation of 
the recapture clause of the transportation act 
of 1920; that is, the recovery of excess earn- 
{ngs of railroad companies. In the St. Louis 
& O'Fallon case, the commission has decided 
that it may determine valuation for recapture 
purposes by a less exhaustive method then is 
required for purposes of-wate making, although 
the valuation is alike in both cases, 

The commission recites that the 1920 act 
compels it (1) to determine the valuation of 
the railroads and to establish a rate that will 
bring 6% per cent annually on that valuation; 
(3) if any road éarns annually a sum in excess 
of 6 per cent on that valuation, one-half of the 
excess shall be set aside as a fund to aspist 


ronda that are unable to earn a net profit, 
The latter provision is called the recapture 
Clause of the act, 

The valuation of any railroad necessarily 
affects rates and the amount of excess earn- 
ings. The representatives of the road claimed 
that this valuation should be the amount re- 
quired to rebuild now, The commission de- 
cides that the valuation of any raflroad shall 
be the cost to produce it in 1914, plus invest- 
ments since then, less depreciation. The de- 
cision was by a divided commission—six to 
four. The majority decision, however, must 
go to the United States Supreme Court for 
confirmation. . 

In the case of the Los Angeles & Salt Lake 
Railroad Co. the Supreme Court on February 
21, 1927, rendéred an opinion that the final 
order of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
relative to valuation of the railroads of the 
country is merely “the formal record of con- 
clusions reached after a study of data col- 
lected in the course of extensive research con- 
ducted by the commission, and is solely of the 
function of investigation; its conclusions, if 
erroneous in law, may be disregarded; but 
neither its utterances nor its processes of rea- 
soning, as distinguished from its acts, are a 
subject for injunction.” 

As in the Los Angeles & Salt Lake Railroad 
Co., 80 the St. Louls & O'Fallon case, the 
decision. of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion stands, only to be overruled in case of an 
error in law. 

The effect of this decision is that large addi- 
tional sums of money may be collected from 
the railroads on earnings in excess of 6 per 
cent on a rate determined by a valuation based 
on 1914. The commission héld that rates de- 
termined on the basis of present cost of re- 
building would be “‘improper and unsound.” 
It is. obvious that such rates would be exces- 
sive. The recapture fund Is beld to be a trust 
fund. The decision of the commission will in- 
crease that fund materially, if confirmed by 
the Supreme Court. 

‘Incidentally, the commission said that the 
purpose of the 1920 act could not be defeated 
by diverting excess income to unnecessary or 
excessive operating expenses, thus depleting 
the excess earnings above 6 per cent that 
should go into the recapture fund. 


HONORS TO CAPABLANCA, 


The city of Havana recently has held a 
celebration to welcome a home-coming hero. 


Traffic was blocked for at least an hour by 


crowds of cheering revelers. Aerial bombs 


boomed from on high. Bands played spirited 
airs. A distinguished official reception com- 
mittee was on hand to extend the congratu- 
lations of the city. The hero was not a 
world-famous baseball player. He was not a 
world-champion boxer or wrestler. He was 
neither fencer, golfer nor tennis star. He had 
not won public fame by herculean feats per- 
formed before admiring multitudes. He had, 
however, won a world's championship by 
mental agility and ability, in a hushed room 
beneath shaded lamps. The hero was Jose 
R. Capablanca, who won the international 
chess masters’ tourney in New York a week or 
80 ago. ” 

There is something of significance in the 
warmth of the tribute to the intellectual ac- 
complishment of a man. It is not difficult to 
explain the usual public reaction toward an in- 
dividual who has excelled in physical combat of 
one sort or another, Since the world began hu- 
manity has gloried in physical accomplishment 
-—the veneration rendered the American sport- 
ing hero is only another form of the adulation 
ancient peoples poured out upon their 
gladiators and warriors. Capablanca is a hero 
of a type of human endeavor that is rarely 
made the basis of public demonstration. In 
this day and age, when one hears so frequent- 
ly that humanity is reverting to an inferior 
type, it is a pleasant task to record any public 
demonstration in honor of brains. F 


THE PRESS AND CRIME. 


The New York State crime commission re- 
cently issued a report entitled “The Relation 
of the Daily Press to Crime and the Adminis- 
tration of Justice.”” Among other matters it 
has to do with the “glorification” manner of 
handling crime news by newspapers of a cer- 
tain well-known type. ‘‘The danger of sug- 
estion,” says the commission, “while its re- 
sults have always been realized, is rendered 
much more acute by the coming of these news- 
papers which reach a strata of population 
which never read newspapers in former gen- 
erations. The power is great, especially where 
persons of subnormal intelligence are concern- 
ed. Accounts which they read of crime im-, 
press them to a greater extent than their 
more intelligent brothers, and the flood of 
crime news which flows from the modern 
press gives sinister inclinations to minds that 
would otherwise be occupied with very harm- 
less interests.” 

To test the effect of “colored” crime narra- 
tives upon newspaper readers, the commission 
employed two men to board subway traing in 
various parts of New York city and -select 
readers at random. Of 50 readers of a cer- 
tain paper, 88 expreased the opinion that the 
accused in a specific case was guilty, 6 per 
cent felt the accused was not gullty, and 6 per 
cent expressed doubt.

PUBLICITY SEEKERS, 


There must be good grounds for the prevail- 
ing notion that there are more publicity seek- 
ers to the square inch in the United States 
than anywhere else in the world, Every issue 
of every newspaper carries at least one story 
concerning an individual who has done some- 
thing out of the ordinary, the feat usually 
having been undertaken simply because of the 
knowledge that it would get the performer's 
name before the public. Press agents put their 
clients through various silly paces for publicity, 
Great corporations are not beneath seeking 
free advertising. The United States is a va- 
tion of publicity seekers, but it does not stand 
alone, , 

In 339 B. C. the Judges of the Athenian 
democracy found a philosopher named Soc- 
rates guilty of impiety and of corrupting the 
young and sentenced him to quaff @ potion of 
hemlock, a fatal paison. Now comes forward 
a lawyer, euphoniously named M, Paradopou- 
‘los, who has undertaken to act as the philvs- 
opher’s attorney. He declares that the sen- 
tence was a miscarriage of justice, and that 
the honor of Greece requires a revision of the 
judgment and a judicial declaration of Soc- 
rates’ innocence. 

Granting that the self-appointed attorney is 
sincere in his prayer to the court, it is not easy 
to see what: will have been accomplished 
should the case be retried. At this late date, 
the honor of Greece is not affected one way or 
the other by the fact that Socrates was con- 
demned to death some 2,200 years ago, either 
justly or unjustly. Lawyer Paradopoulos, 
however, has got his name in the papers and 
probably this is all that he wanted.

JUST AN ACCIDENT. 


Henry Ford appears to be recovering nor- 
mally from the injuries he received when his 
car ran off an embankment. It is now stated 
that Mr. Ford doeg not believe, and never has 
stated, that an attempt was made upon his life. 
He is convinced that the near-collision result- 
ing in the accident was unintentional. ; 

It is not reasonable to assume that two men 
bent upon assassinating Henry Ford would 
have adopted the method of driving against his 
car and forcing him off the road. Gunmen 
would have laid in wait and shot him down, 
without warning and without the possibility 
of escape. An automobile collision, brought 
about purposely, is as apt to destroy the perpe- 
trators as it is to kill the intended victim. 

Henry Ford occupies so much space in the 
public eye that an accident to him attracts uni- 
versal attention, and affords an opportunity for 
sensationalists to magnify the incident and in- 
ject into it all sorts of mystery and crime. If 
this accident had occurred to any other person 
it would have been taken for granted that he 
had been somewhat inexpert at the wheel, and 
in the semidarkness had veered: too far to one 
side in making room for the car behind. It is 
not a reflection upon Henry Ford's unique 
genius to suggest that possibly he has no more 
Skill than any other mortal in driving a light 
car. He is doing nicely, and it is universally 
hoped that he will soon be up and active, none 
the worse for his accident.

WHALE GLANDS... 

Sclentists are the greatest guessers of the 
universe. Some of them are constantly ad- 
vancing theories that are the outcome of 
dreams or speculations, Those whose bent 
is in the airection of anatomical research 
startle the world with occasional announce- 
ments of “discoveries” as to causes and cures 
for the diseases which afflict mankind, but 
diseases still exist. : 

Then there are those gentlemen with micro- 
scopic eyes who since the days of Aristotle, 
have been searching the human frame in the 
hope of discovering the functions of every 
organ, from the spleen, or the vermiform ap- 
pendix, to the most minute gland. One of 
these gimlet-eyed scientists. (name concealed 
by the University of California for the time 
being), is quite ppsitive that the pituitary 
gland holds the secret of life. It is not, how- 
ever, the pituitary of “homo sapiens” to which 
this secret is confined, but to that which is 
hidden on the superjor surface of the sphenoid 
bone in the cranium of a whale.

Crackers Pickles

Molded Spinach

Cafe Noir. 


We shall not require the reprinting 
of the baked ham for we have had it 
4a great many times. May I suggest 
that a whole ham be _ purchased 
rather than a half, for there are 
many uses to which the remains may 
be put, and with warm weather on 
the way we certainly can serve cold, 
sliced home-cooked ham to advantage. 
We shall, the first of the week, give 
numerous ways of fixing over the rem- 
nants that are always present when a 
*hot ham has been cut and which should 
be used before the remainder of the 
firm part of the ham is sliced for use. 


Molded Spinach. 

Wash thoroughly 1 peck of spinach 
and cook in the water that clings to the 
spinach after it is washed for 20 min- 
_. utes, adding salt to the saucepan. Re- 
move the spinach and chop it until it 


® is very fine. Add a third of a cup of 
butter, which has been melted and a 
scant teaspoon of salt. Reheat the 
whole. Force into a buttered mold and 
keep warm until time to serve, and then 
place the spinach which has been re- 
moved from the mold on a hot platter 
and pour over it a cream sauce. Sur- 
round the whole with small cooked car- 
rots and sliced hard-boiled egg for gar- 
nishing. With a large dinner it is usual 


not to make use of the egg garnish, 


while with a supper it is an addition. 


Prune Whip. 


Cook in same water until soft, when 
water will have been nearly consumed. 
Remove the stones and cut the prunes 
in very small pieces and then sprinkle 
with three-fourths of a cup of sugar. 
Beat the whites of four eggs until stiff 
and add prunes slowly. Pour into a 
buttered baking dish and bake slowly 
20 minutes or until it is surely done, 
and then chill and serve with a sauce 
(following) or cream. 


Sauce. 
Beat the yolks of four eggs until 
thick and lemon-colored, and add 
three-fourths of a cup of confection- 
ers’ sugar and a pinch of salt. Add a 
third of a cup of cream or top milk. 


Flavor with lemon or vanilla flavoring 
and chill. Serve with prune whip. If 
a thinner sauce is desired more milk 
or cream may be added. . 


This will, I think, care for the menu 
for tomorrow's dinner. Let us go on 
now with the recipes for egg dishes. 


Deviled Eggs (by request). 

Split in half lengthwise. Remove the 
yolks from enough hard-boiled eggs to 
supply the needs of the family, possibly 
1% to a person. To every six egg 
yolks add two tablespoons mayonnaise, 
a half teaspoon each salt and Worces- 


tershire sauce and lemon juice. Mash 
the yolks and mix with the other in- 
gredients. The yolks must be worked 
to a smooth paste, as lumpy egg filling 
is most unromantic. Add a few drops 
of onion juice to the yolk mixture and 
stuff it back into the little boats formed 
by the whites of the eggs. Garnish 
with a sprinkling of paprika. 


Poached Eggs With Asparagus. 


1 can asparagus tips. 

Eggs. 

l cup cream. 

1 tablespoon butter. 

1 tablespoon flour. 

Salt. 

Paprika, 

Pepper. 

Cook together butter and flour. Add 
one cup of thin cream. When hot, add 
asparagus tips cut in pieces and season 
with salt and pepper. When hot drop 
in one egg for each person to be served, 
being careful not to break the yolk of 
the egg. Cook until poached to suit 
the taste, either hard or soft, and do 
not stir during the process. Sprinkle 
paprika over the top for a garnish and 
serve from the dish in which the in- 
gredients are cooked. Fresh asparagus 
may, indeed should, be used at this 
season of the year for this dish, and 
suffice it to say that at another season 
the price of both eggs and asparagus 
will not tempt the homemaker operat- 
ing on a budget to indulge in this deli- 
cacy often. This is a delicious supper 
dish and may be supplied to children. 
tow tt will be more than likely to en- 
oy it.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 
DDITIONAL evidence that contin- 
ual nagging is one cause of can- 
cer is found in a recent London 

letter to the Journal of the American 

Medical assoclation. The nagging re- 

ferred to is physical, not mental, or 

social. 

There is a kind of cancer whicn is 
known as mule spinner’s cancer. It af- 
fects men who work as cloth weavers 
and who, in ‘heir work, ‘ust bend over 
their machines many hundred times a 
day. The midsection of the body rubs 
against the machine. The accepted 
theory of the cause of mule spinner’s 
cancer has been that it was one of 
those tar or oil cancers which is occa- 
sionally. seen and that is caused by 
mineral oll used to grease the spinning 
mule. This oil is supposed to fly off, 
strike and saturate the clothing of the 
operative. 


Dr. J. Robertson opposes this view 
for the following reasons: 

There is always plenty of this oil on 
the floor. The weavers walk barefoot- 
ed on these Oil-sodked floors. They do 
not have cancer of the feet. 

While some oil strikes the clothing of 
the weaver, investigation shows that 
the midsection parts of the garments 
are not especially saturated with it. 

Mule spinners in French cloth fac- 
tories do not have jnule spinner’s can- 
cer. There was no such disease in 
British factories until about 19065. 
Prior to that time the men wore loosely 
woven white cotton suits. If they wore 
suspenders they were elastic. Since 
then the custom of wearing blue over- 
alls made of a har-h cloth has become 
universal. The suspenders for these 
overalls is an inelastic, heavy white 
duck. 

They wear no underclothing. The 
combination of scratchy, coarse blue 
overall against the skin, of rubbing due 
to wearing inelastic suspenders, and 
oft repeated bending and rubbing is 
the real underlying cause of mule 
Spinner’s cancer. He thinks it would 
be fairer to call this kind of cancer 
blue overall cancer. 


He suggests two or three ways: out 
of the difficulty. 

One is to have the men go back to 
the old time soft white cotton wash 
work suit. If, however, they wish to 
continue using blue overalls of the 
scratchy type, they should wear soft 
cotton underclothing to protect the 
skin from the perpetual scratching of 
the harsh overall fabric. 

Another suggestion is that elastic 
suspenders be used instead of the pres- 
ent kind; or, perhaps, the overalls can 
be held in place by a belt instead of 
straps over the shoulder. This is the 
French plan.

Qn Auction Bridge 


When playing a No-Trump, the 
adversaries having established a 
suit, losing a finesse generally means 
good-by game; so only vitally neces- 
sary finesses should be attempted. 

Yesterday a hand was given which 
illustrates the above pointer; it was: 

Dummy (North)—Sp: A-x-x-x Ht: K- 
X-x Di: J-9-x-x-x Cl: K-x; Closed 
Hand (South)—Sp: Q-J-10 Ht: A-10-2 
Di: A-Q-10-8 Cl: J-5-2. 

The play of the first trick was given 
yesterday, as follows: 

Six of Clubs; Three of Clubs; Ten 
of Clubs; Jack of Clubs. Suppose that 
we now place ourselves in the position 
of the Declarer, not knowing the loca- 
tion of the adverse cards, and plan 
our campaign. It is not probable that 
we can lose a finesse and still make 
game, but it is impossible to win 
game without risking a finesse. There 
is just as much chance of winning 
the Spade finesse as there is of win- 
ning the Diamond finesse. There has 
been no bidding, and no indication 
of the location of either King; but if 
the Spade finesse win, it would make 
only three Spade tricks which, in ad- 
dition to the one Club trick already 
won, two Heart tricks and the Ace 
of Diamonds, would leave the Declarer 
two tricks short of game; and so after 
that, the Diamond finesse would still

have to be tried. To risk an ineffec- 
tual finesse is doubling the chance 
of failure; therefore, the Diamond 
finesse should be the one attempted 
because, if it win, the Declarer will 
take one Club, five Diamonds, two 
Hearts and one Spade, and make game 
without venturing the Spade finesse. 
With a total of nine Diamonds in the 
two hands, the Diamond finesse should 
be taken instead of attempting to drop 
@ possible adverse singleton King;. the 
finesse has an even chance of suc- 
cess, and the odds against finding an 
adverse singleton King are very great. 

The Dummy should be put in with 
the King of Hearts (trick 2), and the 
Diamond finesse then tried, as in the 
hand described earlier this week: First 
lead Jack of Diamonds, on which 
Closed Hand plays the Ten; second 
lead Nine of Diamonds, on which 
Closed Hand plays the Eight; third 
lead small Diamond, win with the 
Queen; and then establish the long 
Diamond and put Dummy in with the 
Ace of Spades; the unnecessary finesse 
in Spades should not be risked as it 
is not needed for game and if it lost 
would cost game. The thirteenth Dia- 
mond cashed in Dummy, and the Ace 
of Hearts in the Closed Hand make 
the total of nine tricks.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


EAR Viola Paris: Will you kindly 
tell me a remedy for excessive 
perspiration of the hands? 

INTERESTED READER. 

Answer—This annoying trouble is 
usually caused by nervousness and con- 
sequent overactivity of certain glands. 
A nonperspirant lotion will not kelp 
that cause, of course, but it will re- 
lieve the unpleasant result. Your drug- 
gist can supply you with a standard 
deodorant that is also a nonperspirant; 
or you mizht have the following lotion 
made up and apply it tq the hands, 
after washing them, three times a day. 

2 drams boric acid, 

3 drams borax, 

3 fluid ounces glycerin, 

3 fiuid ounces bay rum. 


Dear Viola Parts: Please tell me what 
to do for my face. The skin is dry and 
loose and I have so many fine lines. 
I’ve tried ever so many things, and 
they seem to cause hair to grow or 
eyelashes to fall or little purple veins 
to appear. Is oil of sweet almonds in- 
jurious to the face? EDNA B. 


Answer—You have probably tried too 
many things with not enough discrim- 
ination. Knowing so little about you, 
it is a trifle difficult for me to advise 
you. Oil of sweet almonds might not 
harm your skin, but I can not see that 
it would do it any particular good; and 
it might encourage a growth of super- 
fluous hair. Here is a formula for a 
very good softening oatmeal cream: 


1 teacup oatmeal, 

1 pint water, 

1 ounce glycerin. 

Let oatmeal boil in water until it is 
clear looking. Strain, then add glycerin 
and a little rose water. Shake well be- 
fore applying. 

I should like to tell you about other 
good preparations on the market, but 
I can not mention trade names in the 
newspaper. Keep your skin clean and 
fresh and don’t try to massage or rub 
it. Put a little lanolin around the eyes 
at night to guard against fine lines.

He stuck from 
the start, playing two years in'a utility 
1ole before his all-round. ability gained 
him a regular post when Dave Ban- 
croft shifted to the Boston Braves in 
1924, to take over the reins as player- 
manager. 

In his first. season asa regular, Jack- 
c--2 hit for: 302 and fielded at. a high 
‘Clip. He was highly instrumental that 
season in bringing New York a Na- 
tional league championship although 
he -hit-for but .074 in the world series. 
The youngster’s stick work dropped off 
to .285 in 1925 but regained its po- 
tency last season. Jackson was born 
in. Waldo, Ark., November 2, 1903.

YANKEE ROWS 
IN ENGLISH 
CLASSIC 


UTNEY-ON-THAMES, April 1° (By 

A. P.).—The seventy-ninth Ox- 

ford-Cambridge boat race, with 
an American -in one of the shells for 
the first time since 1923, will be rowed 
over the 44%-mile course from Putney 
to. Mortlake on the Thames tomorrow 
afternoon. 

“Ox” Kinsbury, husky .captain of 
last year’s undefeated Yale crew, is the 
American in tomorrow's English -uni- 
versity rowing classic. He sits in the 
Oxford boat, thus carrying on a tradi- 
tion of American oarsmen who have 
worn the dark blue colors. 

Cambridge, as usual since the world 
war, is the favorite. 

The first Oxford-Cambridge race was 
at Henley in. 1829, and Oxford won 
easily. The event has been annual 
since 1841. Oxford has won 40 races 
against 37 by Cambridge. 


A dead heat resulted in 1877, 
while in 1912 two races were staged 
because both boats sank in rough 
water during the first race.» In 
1925 the Oxford boat became 
waterlogged and Cambridge won 
by 30 lengths. 


‘The race is one of the most grueling 
tests collegiate oarsmen ever set them- 
selves. Rowed up river through the 
heavy waters of the Thames, on the 


crest of the tide, but often under ad- 
verse conditions of wind and weather, 
it calls for supreme skill, endurance 
and. watercraft. 

The English stroke, because of the 
smaller length ‘of the slide, the shorter 
oar and the off-center position of seats, 
is quite different from the American 
stroke. Americans are introduced to 
the vaveveriee of the English stroke by 
the process known as “tubbing, > row- 
ing in a two-oared wherry witha 
coach aboard. On his first trip on the 
narrow Isis at Oxford, Kinsbury. pulled 
so lustily on his oar that he threatened 
to:snap it in two.

~ Hired Under Provisions of 
Classification Act. 


RULINGS ‘ONLY PERMIT 
$6,000 YEARLY SALARY 


Commissioners Want Men 
Charging as Much as 
$100 a Day. 


Comptroller General John R. McCarl 
yesterday issued a ruling that makes 
it impossible for the new puhlic utilities 
commission to hire the kind of ex- 


perts it wants to make valuations and 
other statistical studies of local utility 
corporations under the law recently 
passed by Congress. 

The law referred to permits the com- 
mission to assess the cost of such in- 
vestigations against the coropartions 
investigated. The commission assumed 
it could spend sufficient funds to ob- 
tain the best experts and plans were 
made to obtain the services of men 
charging as high, in some instances, 
as $100 a day. 

These experts were to be utilized for 
part-time service as consultants, direct- 
ing the work of lower-salaried em- 
ployes. 

Explanation Is Made. 


McCarl said that the law authoriz- 
ing the work specified that that money 
so procured must be spent according 
to the same methods used for expendl- 
ture of regularly appropriated public 
funds, and he construed this to mean 
that all persons engaged to work must 
must be employed under provisions of 
the classified act, even though that 
act may not cover the positions speci- 
fically and notwithstanding that the 
proposed employments are temporary. 

It is said the maximum salary al- 
lowed under present classifications for 
valuation work is $6,000 a year, or less 
than $20 a day. 

Members of the commission studied 
the decision yesterday. It is said they 
will seek means of releasing themselves 
from the limitations McCarl has im- 
posed.

Respiratory ailments, such as pneu- 
/fmonia, influenza and bronchitis, are 


the most common maladiés in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, it is revealed in the 
twenty-seventh, annual report of the 
Instructive Visiting Nurse society, 
which analyzes the records of more 
than 10,000 dismissed patients, 

Measles, the report indicates, was the 
second most current ailment, while 
typhoid fever ranked with the lowest, 
with only four cases recorded. Nearly 
12,000 Washington persons were visited 
on an average of nine times each last 
year, the report shows. 

Supported by gifts from charity, civic 
and church organizations, and by funds 
from a growing number of Washing- 
tonians who are paying for the service, 
the society employs a staff of 41 gradu- 
ate nurses and 12 senior student nurses. 
In addition to the main office down- 
town, branches are maintained in 
Georgetown, Brightwood and Southeast. 


Jury Returns $2,000 Verdict. 


Stanley Folger, a minor, was awarded 
$2,000 damages yesterday by a jury in 
circuit court against the District of 
Columbia Paper Manufacturing .Co. for 
personal injuries. Through Attorney 
Ralph B. Fleharty the plaintiff alleged 
that on August 23, 1923, while employed 
in the paper mill in Georgetown his 
left hand was mangled in the ma- 
chinery.

STORE OPENS WITH 
LARGE RECEPTION 


Flowers and Green Plants Are 
Sent by Many Well-Wishers 
to F Street Location. 


REMODELED BUILDING 
CONTAINS FOUR FLOORS 


Firm’s Humble Beginning Is 
Transformed Into One of 
Country’s Biggest Stores. 


Founded in 1868 by an immigrant 
youth from Germany who began his ca- 
reer in this country pegging shoe: in a 
shoe repair shop, the Berberich retail 
shoe firm last night threw open the 
doors of its new F street shop to the 
public. The store is one of the largest 
in the country, occupying four floors 
of the building on the southwest corner 


of Twelfth and F streets northwest. The 
opening last night was in the nature of 
a reception. It will be opened formally 
for business this morning. 

Banked with flowers and green plants 
sent by versonal friends of firm mem- 
bers and other firms with which Ber- 
berich’s have business connections, the 
new store was crowded with hundreds 
of persons throughout the evening. Sev- 
eral hundred who sought admission 
early in the day were turned away. 


Founded by Immigrant. 


The firm was founded a few years 
after the civil war by Robert Berberich. 
He had come to the United Stctes from 
Germany to seek his fortune and had 
obtained a job in Walters’ shoe repair 
and shoe-making shop. He fell in love 
with Magdalena Walters, his employer's 


ried. When Mr. Walters diec young 
Berberich took over the business and 


branched out on his own, opening a 
store at 1116 Seventh street northwest 
in 1868. 

The store was not magnificent, boast- 
ing only a 9-foot front. He built shoes 
to order and he repaired old shoes, and 
he did both so well that soon he need- 
ed an assistant. He hired a man. 

In 1890 he made his first move to- 
ward enlargment and moved to 1138 
Seventh street northwest, a store which 
boasted a few more feet of front. There 
the business grew slowly until 1902, 
when it was moved back to its original 
location down the street, but this 
time it took in Nos. 1116-1118-1120. In 
1910 a second store was opened at 813 
Pennsylvania avenue northwest. 

In 1918 the founder of the firm died. 
In the meantime his sons had grown 
and were active in the business, A 
grandson, the third Robert, was in 
France. On the death of the founder 
of the firm his sons, Robert J. Ber- 
berich and Joseph A. Berberich, took 
over complete conduct of the business, 
with what success is indicated py the 
opening today of one of the largest 
shoe stores in the country. 


Pennell Art Works 
On Exhibition Today 


An exhibition of the art work oe

The collection, for the most 
part, includes the gift of Mr. Pennell to 
the library shortly before his death a 
year ago and his subsequent gift by 
will. 

Mrs. Pennell, Elizabeth Robins Pen- 
nell, herself a well-known writer and 
critic, also has loaned the library fur- 
ther examples of his work. She has 
accepted the title of “honorary curator 
of the Pennell-Whistler collections of 
the Library of Congress.” 


Jury Sustains Will 
Of Samuel H. Wenck 


The will of Samuel H. Wenck, former 
treasurer of Montclair, N. J., has been 
sustained by a circuit court jury after 
an attack by the four children of a 
dead brother of Mr. Wenck. The estate 
is valued at about $70,000. 

Mr. Wenck died when 78 years old 
in this city on September 24, 1925. By 
the terms of the will he left $10,000 to 
his sister, Mrs. Mary Maphis, of 214 
Fourth street southeast,and left $5,000 
to Miss Marie Kiendl, of Montclair, and 
the residue to the First Congregational 
church of this city.
